RECIPES FOR NURSERY SWEETS.

This simple and wholesome dish may
he made the chief part of a hot day
luncheon.

Poor .Man's Rice Pudding This is
made without cgK.s. Take two quarts
of milk, two-thir- ds of a cup of raw,
well-wash- ed rice, one cup of sugar, a
piece of butter as large as a walnut, a
pinch of salt and grated nutmeg to
taste. Put all in a pudding dish and
bake slowly two hours. Serve with
rich milk or cream and sugar.

Fruit Pudding Slice six bananas,
three oranges, one lemon and half a
pineapple; place in alternate layers in
a bowl and sprinkle with sugar. Then
take a inickagc of gelatine and soak
30 minutes or more in a pint of cold
water; add one and a half pints of hot
water to dissolve it and then one and
a half cups of sugar. When the suear
is dissolved pour over fruit and iput
on ice to set. Serve with whipped
cream.
